In  the  days  following  the  delaat  of  the  fascist  putsch  in  Barcelona*  July  1st, 
there  Came  into  being  a  condition  of  dual  power  with  the  balance  swingiia,  heavily 
to  the  side  of  the  proletariat*  The  peasants  oi  Catalonia  seized  the  land*  the 
’workers  took  over  the  factories,  all  means  of  transportation,  established  their 
own  armed  militias,  sot  up  their  own  improvised  apparatus  to  carry  out  those  func- 
tions  shat  had  always  been  the  prerogative  of  the  bourgeois  state*  Of  the  capita 
alist  state  little  remained*  Caught  between  the  revolt  of  the  greater  part  of 
its  armed  forces  and  the  powerful  revolutionary  impetus  of  the  workers*  it  crumbled 
into  virtual  non-existence*  A  date  mined  revolutionary  leadership  at  the  head  of 
the  working  class  would  have  liquidated  what  there  remained  of  the  old  governmental 
apparatus  and  have  set  up  in  its  place  a  proletarian  state  capable  of  maintaining 
the  supremacy  of  the  workers* 

But  such  a  revolutionary  leadership  did  not  exist*  And  because  of  this  the 
entire  development  since  the  first  few  weeks  has  boon  a  record  of  the  frittering 
away  of  the  unique  positions  of  the  workers  to  the  advantage  of  the  bourgeoisie* 

It  was  not  only  a  revolutionary  party  than  was  lacking  in  Spain*  The  pe¬ 
culiar  background  of  the  Spanish  labor  movement  has  made  it  particularly  difficult 
for  workers  *  bodies*  suitable  to  servo  as  the  organs  of  proletarian  power,  to  come 
■  into  being*  In  Russia  ho  fora  tho  Revolution  of  1917,  trade  unions  were  virtually 
J  non-oxis  tent .  In  Spain  them  have  long  existed  powerful  economic  organisations 
of  the  workers  each  with  a  distinct  political  orientation  and  separated  by  a  dead¬ 
ly  rivalry*  In  Russia*  in  1905  and  again  in  1917,  thorn-  sprang  spontaneously  into 
existence  a  system  of  workers1  councils  based  on  all  the  workers  of  the  factories* 

In  Spain,  the  jealous  way  in  vmich  each  organisation  has  guarded  its  independence 
of  action  has,  up  to  now,  prevented  tho  coming  into  being  of  such  elementary  organs 
of  unity  from  tho  base*  It  was  not  councils  based  on  all  the  workers  in  tho 
factories  that  havo  taken  over  the  factories*  but  tho  trade  unions*  with  the  lion's 
share  going  to  the  C*N*T*  Sach  working-class  organisation  organised  its  own 
militia  with  Its  own  strategical  and  tactical  plane,  animated  vary  often  by  a  spirit 
of  rivalry  rather  than  of  co-operation*  Tho  decentralisation  of  the  workers* 
control  into  the  hands  of  several  organizations  was  loading  to  tho  most  baleful 
results.  It  bee  .me  clear  t  o  everyone  that  a  single  command  { (,mindQ  unicolt)  was

■which  would  moan  the  firm  establishment  of  workers*  power*  The  bourgeoisie, 
profiting  by  tho  lack  of  wariness  and  even  outright  treachery  of  the  labor  organ¬ 
izations,  arc  succeeding  in  carrying  the  centralization  out  in  the  former  so  ns  a*

liquidate  this  state  of  affaire  in  the  interests  of  the  proletariat*  Unfort¬ 
unately,  bodies  suitable  to  serve  as  the  organs  of  proletarian  power  were  not 
b'iilt*  Instead,  a  united  front  from  the  top  (organization  to  organization,  each 
acting  as  a  uietlnci  unit),  was  formed  by  the  various  proletarian  bodies*  Ib.e 
failure  ef  the  proletariat  to  liquidate  the  situation  in  its  own  favor  made  it 
possible  for  the  bourgeoisie  to  make  headway  in  reestablishing  itself  under  the 
guise  of  technical  necessities  {centralized  military  command,  production  of  v*er 
materials,  etc*)*  This  is  the  role  of  the  present  Catalan  government* 

Its  so-called  "socialist 11  program  is  an  enforced  concession  to  accompli shod 
facts,  and  the  factors  of  dual  power  which  it  has  a  yet  been  anable  to  do  a  try 
with*  Its  working-class  majority  is  meaningl'JDa  since  the  greater  part  of  inr.se

a)  Collectivized  enterprises,  in  which  the  responsibility  for  management 
rests  upon  the  workers  employed  therein,  represented  by  a  Shop  Committee,  and 

b)  Private  enterprises,  in  which  the  manngoment  is  tho  responsibility  of 
the  owner  or  manage r,  with  tbo  collaboration  and  firencial  participation  of  the 
Workers*  Commit  tee  of  Control# 

I.  Collectivized  Enterprises 

Article  2*  All  enterprises  are  obliged  to  bo  collectivized  which  on  June  30, 
1936,  employed  more  than  one  hundred  wage-workers *  and  also  those  which,  while 
employing  a  lesser  number  of  workers,  wore  owned  by  employers  ydio  have  been  de¬ 
clared  fascists  or  have  abandoned  the  enterprise*  Nevertheless,  enterprises 
of  less  than  one  hundred  workers  can  bo  collectivized  if  the  majority  of  the  work¬ 
ers  and  the  owner  or  owners  are  agreed*  Enterprises  with  mors  than  $0  workers 
and  loss  than  100  can  also  be  collectivized  if  three— fourths  of  the  workers  are 
agreed* 

The  Economic  Council  can  also  decide  upon  the  collectivization  of  such  other 
industries  as,  by  their  importance  in  the  national  economy  or  for  other  reasons, 
ought  to  be  withdrav/n  from  the  activity  of  private  enterprise*

the  peninsula  or  abroad;  to  manage  bank  and  credit  facilities;  to  manage  in  common 
laboratories  for  technical  experiments,  to  compile  statistics  of  production  and  eonr-

:o  the  support  of  imperialism.  Wow,  among  the  announced  part ioi panto  t<  the 
Congress  of  the  London  Bureau  are  found  some  people  from  the  Independent  Lab^r  part; 
who  favor  the  abandonment  of  the  courageous  Abyssinian  warriors  againa* 
marauding  fascism  for  reasons  of  ^neutrality11  and  some  members  of  the  t11  Foalo 
Zion  who,  even  now,  rely  on  British  imperialism  in  its  savage  campaign  against  the 
justified,  even  if  confused,  struggle  of  the  Arab  peasantry. 


Finally,  even  if  the  Congress  of  the  London  Bureau  takes  a  correct  formal

.The  refer©  in  Brussels  and  for  the  future  we  must  'vet  decisively 
against  those  who  want  the  Barcelona  Conference  to  give  its  blessings  to  the  Trotsky- 
its  Fourth  International,  to  join  it,  or  at  least  to  units  with  it.  In  Brussels 
some  delegates  and  guests  who  are  sympathetic  to  Trotskyism  understood  the  matter 
so i  and  took  it  for  granted  that  a  majority  could  be  obtained  for  this,  on  the 
basis  of  this  crude  error,  these  comrades  went  somewhat  too  far  -  One  of  them  de¬ 
mand  ed  that  the  Congress  should  eliminate  our  International  Bureau  from  the  prepar¬ 
ations  for  the  Barcelona  Conference,  and  entrust  them  to  the  F.O.iJ.M*  exclusively* 
Another  was  kind  enough  to  be  satisfied  with  eliminating  those  parties  which  are 
opposed  to  the  Fourth  International*  These  attempts  gave  the  happy  result  that 
the  parties  affiliated  with  the  Bureau  decided  unanimously  that  the  Barcelona  Zorr* 
fere  nee  be  prepared  jointly  by  the  international  Bureau  and  by  tho  P,Q,U.li*,  and 
that  all  of  them  demarcated  themselves  in  the  clearest  manner  from  the  Trotskyitec- 
It  was  clearly  oxpress&d  by  comrade  Gorkin  that  there  could  be  no  question  of  any 
concessions  to  the  Trots kyi tee,  and  that  the  Trotskyito  sections,  together  With 
their  Fourth  International,  should  not  be  invited  to  Bare  Gloria  .
